STRANGE RAILROAD ACCIDENT. 


Driving Wheels 03 a Boston and 


Kdine Lccomotivj 
Break Off 


While Train Was Running.

Drought to as top after running about 
three car lengths farther and the con- 
ductor went forward to ascertain the 
cause and the extent of the accident 
It was found that not only the driver 
which he had already seen was broken 
oft, but that the two driving wheels on 
the left-hand side had also snapped 
short oft close up to the firebox and had 
fallen between the tracks, letting the 
engine down bodily upon the rails. The 
broken axle showed old fractures, the 
cracks In at least one instance extend- 
ing nearly trom the outer surface to 
the core. 


Neither engine nor cars left the iron, 


and had they done so it is probable 
they would not have been overturned, 
owing to the slow pace at which they 
were creeping and the level character 
of the roadbed.

was allowed 4,5 minutes 
In which to 


complete a speech he had begun last 
week in favor ofj 
mediation by the 


United States in the South African war. 
Under The Hague treaty, he contend- 
ed that England could not consider an 
offer of mediation an unfriendly act. 


While the British were demanding 


relief Jn the South African republic, he 
said, three thousand Dutch residents of 
British1' Guiana, born upon British soil, 
who are not allowed to hold office in 
the legislative, executive 
or judicial 


branches of the colonial government, 
were petitioning for relief. Their cases 
were almost analogous to those oC the 
Outlanders in the |Transvaal, yet Great 
Britain refused to listen to the Dutch 
in her own colony. 


Mr. Grosventar of Ohio said he wished 


the gentleman from Colorado had told 
the House whether either of the con- 
tending parties had asked the United 
States for mediation. 


"They have not," Interrupted 
Mr. 


Shafroth; "but The Hague treaty ——" 


"The ratifications of that treaty have 


not been exchanged," interrupted Mr. 
Grosvenor.

Mr. Grosvenor said he 
sympathized 


with any people struggling for liberty. 
He set the House in a roar by running 
over the history of Europe, pointing 
out here and there the wrongs suffered 
by Hungarians, Pinlanders, Poles, etc., 
all of which were represented In his 
district, yee the United States had not 
felt called upon to Interfere. He con-

commission - expresses 
the 


opinion that this Is an appropriate 
site. 


1.—because all of the great armies 


of the North and South were either en- 
gaged there or numerously represented, 
namely: On the Union side, the army 
of the Cumberland, two corps from the 
army of the Tennessee and two corps 
from the army of the Potomac, while 
on the Confederate side were the forces 
of Bragg, made up of his own . 
Longstreet's corps from tbe army of 
Northern Virginia and large 
forces 


from Vlcksburg and from Joseph E. 
Johnston's command in Mississippi. 
The present and absent on the rolls 
of these commands, all of whom or 
their friends are Interested are. Union 
189,500 soldiers; Conferedate 141,000. 
The total organizations engaged were 
686, of which 348 were Union and 338 
Confederates. 


2.—Every state in the Union at the 


outbreak of tbe war east of the Rocky 
mountains had troops engaged in the 
battles about Chattanooga, except four 
—New Hampshire, Vermont, Rhode 
Island and Delaware. In tbis mobiliza- 
tion at Camp Thomas for the war with

There is some talk 
about turning the workshop into a sort 
of hybrid shoe factory, but no one has 
yet been found who wishes to make 
the venture, so that the prospects are 
that for a while the evil doers there 
confined to expiate their sins will have 
their moments of leisure uninterrupted. 
This is the report. 


The year 1899 has been one of the 


busiest in our office for many years, 
there being a largei number of peti- 
tions for new roads, re-surveys, ferries 
etc., than usual, one ot the most im-< 
portant being the road from the town 
of Medway to the new town of Millin- 
ocket. This road has been located and 
several rnUes built, and during tbc n»v» 
summer will doubtlcbs be completed 
the entire distance.

Therefore some other labor must be 
furnished for the pii^oners as early as 
possible.

Senator Frye Speaks. 


Senator Frye was recently asked by 


he Washington correspondent of the 
'hiladelphia Press whether in hii> 
udsment the shipping bill was likely 
o pass at this session and m reply he 
said. "I have matje no canvass, but I 
xpect that the bill will pass 
It ccr- 


ainly ought to pass. 
We have been 


teadily going down bill In our shipping 
n the foreign trade for a long period 
if time. We have vainly tried to agree 
m some measure that would stop this 
leclme and rehabilitate our ocean mer- 
hant marine, but so far w e have failed. 
believe that this measure, as amended 
>y our committee, Is about as perfect as 
any measure can be. But there is povv - 
irful opposition. 
The foreign steam- 


ship lines and other interests are exert- 
ng tremendous power, much more than 
people generally imagine 
If the bill 


>ecomes a. law OB agreed upon in com- 
mittee I think it will accomplish its 
purpose. It is subject to very great 
mis-representation, more, perhaps, than 
; have ever known in regard to anv 
other bill, excepting the McKinley tariff 
bill. Promises have been made before 
our committee of* the establishment of 
several new American lines of steam- 
ships if this bill becomes a law. A com- 
putation shows that when the pay- 
ments under the bill reach 19.000,000 
we would have over 1 800,000 tonnage 
of ships, as compared with the 800,000 
now in the foreign trade. 


'The bill that passed the Senate in 


the Fifty-first 
Congress, as reported 


from our committee, would have re- 
stored our snipping If It had not been 
for changes made in the House. They 
destroyed the vitality of the bill, and 
as a result it accomplished little or 
nothing. Some persons have been as- 
serting that under this bill ships might 
receive compensation when running 
practically in ballast or without any 
cargo. We have had presented to the 
committee authoritative statements of 
the cost of running specified vessels, 
which prove that no ship could run 
with this subsidy and pay expenses 
without carrying a good-steed cargo. 
We had submitted, to us the flgures 
from the books of a large foreign 
freight company as to the cost of run- 
ning their ships, sailing under the Scan- 
dinavian Sag, the most economical for 
operating These figures show that the 
compensation under this bill would be 
about 25 per cent of the foreign operat- 
ing expenses, when the cheapest pbs- 
sible Hence, at the very lowest cost a 
ship attempting 
law would not get 25 per cent of the 
cost of operation, and It would have to 
make up the other 75 per cent by carry- 
Ing passengers or cargo and then it 
would only pay expanses. 
We were 


given tbe flgures of the cost of running 
a ship from Bremen to New Orleans In 
ballast and returning with a cargo of 
3300 tons. The books of the company 
showed that the cost of the round trip 
of that vessel, which took eighty days, 
was J1U002. A precisely similar vessel 
running under the bUl now pending, If 
built in the United States, would, re- 
ceive, If it carried cargo both ways, In- 
stead ot one, $2952, or ?8HO less- than 
the ceet of operating, the ship, provid- 
ing the cost were »at at the lowest 
point ol that or foreign, vassals. The 
coat ot other voyages were given, every 
one of which showed, that it would be 
absolutely tanessibte tor a vessel to 
nay expenses under this bill without 
doing good commercial business."

Therefore, If we paid bounties 
to our own vessels, we would have to 
pay bounties to, vesselsjof these foreign 
nations, and there would be no gain in 
that. 
If we undertook to abrogate 


those commercial treaties it would be a 
work of years and might result in much 
harm to the country. The other proposi- 
tion Mr. Hill now makes is to give 
bounties on exports of agricultural 
products alone. 
Even If the treaties 


were not in the way, that could not be 
done under the Constitution of the 
United States without giving similar 
bounties on all other exports. Mr. Hill, 
I think, has contracted tor ships to be 
built abroad and to be run under a for- 
eign flag for the proposed line to con- 
nect with his railroad on the Pacific.
